1526. 

The undersigned has been led into this step by 
the reception on the part of the Government of 
the United States, (the foremost in the act, and 
the only one as yet of the civilized globe,) of a 
Diplomatic Agent from the usurped Government 
of the undersigned’s unfortunate country; and by 
his consistency as a public functionary, and his 
duty towards his legitimate sovereign, never 
having served nor desiring to serve the Infant D. 
Miguel as King of Portugal. 

The undersigned, by his returning the above- 
mentioned document to the source from whence 
it emanated, divests himself of the right to act 
as Consul in New York, but he begs leave to 
state that he considers himself, notwithstanding, 
the Consul appointed by the lawful Government 
of Portugal for the States of New York, Con- 
necticut, and East Jersey. 
The Consul avails himself of this opportunity 
to assure the Honorable the Secretary of State 
of his high consideration and respect.

Sin--The operation of grinding the calculus 
inthe bladder, which is creating so much noise 
among the surgeons of the metropolis, in conse- 
quence of a French Baron having come here to 
practise the art, is by no means the result, as is 
generally supposed, of foreign ingenuity, but, 
like many other discoveries claimed by our su- 
perficial neighbors, is the offspring of British 
genius. An East India Colonel, whose case was 
published in the transactions of some of the 
scientific societies of the day, was affected with 
a calculus complaint while on service in India, 
towards the termination of the last century. 
Vhis being a very rare disease in that country, 
and the operations for its cure necessarily sel- 
dom undertaken, he was unwilling .to subject 
hunself to the hazard attending an unskilful 
operation; and to prevent the necessity of that, 
he devised the following plan of getting rid of 
his dreadful complaint: —He had observed, in 
introducing the catheter, which the paroxysms 
of his complaint frequently rendered necessary, 
that its extremity often rested on the stone. He 
therefore conceived, that by knocking on the 
other end, pieces of the calculus might be gra- 
dually chipped off, and thus, in time, he might

From the Harrisburg Chronicle. 

Cawat NaviGaTion has been for some con- 
siderable time fully in operation on the line from 
Blairsville to Pittsbury, a distance of 73 miles 
The Pittsburg papers advise us of the regular 
arrival and departure of canal boats. Mr. W. 
B. Foster, collector of tolls on the western di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania canal, says, ‘freight 
from Blairay.!! tst (73 miles) $275 
per ton, including tolis.—-ireight of salt from 
the works (46 miles) per barrel, from 25 to 31 
cents.’’ 

Canal navigation has also been for some time 
uninterrupted between Philadelphia and Harris- 
barg: first, by the Schuylkill navigation to Read- 
ing—second, by the Union canal to Middletown 
—third, by the Pennsylvania canal, from Mid- 
dletownto Harrisburg. Freight of groceries and 
merchandise, from Philadelphia to Harrisburg, 
$5 and $5 50 aton. Freight of flour from Har- 
risburg to Philadelphia, 45 cents per barrel— 
whiskey 50 cents per barrel. Tolls are of course 
included. 

The price of conveyance by wagans has been 
variable; but from the best information we can 
obtain, the average cost for transporting mer- 
chandize and groceries from Philadelphia to 
Harrisburg heretofore has been 60 cents per 
hundred, or $12 a ton. And the average cost of 
transporting flour from Harrisburg to Philadcl- 
Phia bas been 90 cents per barrel. 

Nova Scotia plaister, we are told, can be de- 
livered at Harrisburg for $7 per ton, when the 
Price heretofore has been from $12 to 15

Commerce or Boston.--We understand 
that the amount of Duties upon Imports into 
this city during the months of July, August and 
September last, was one million four hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, about one hundred 
and thirty thousand dollare less than the sum 
received during the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. The duties arising on the cargo 
of the ship Alert, which arrived on Sunday from 
Canton, amount to more than one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, 110,000 of which will be 
paid by one merchant. The cargo of teas brought 
by this vessel is said to be the most valuable 
one imported into this district for many years.— 
The duties on the teas alone amount to about 
$140,000.

Wheeling, Va. Oct. 3.--Miss Rachel Votaw, 
a young and beautiful female, of highly re- 
spectable parents, and who had maintained an 
unblemished reputation, was found dead on the 
8th inst. near New Lisbon, Ohio. She had been 
strangled by a handkerchief drawn tightly round 
her neck, fastened by two knots, and it was sup- 
osed that she had committed suicide. After 
er interment a sugpicion arose that she had 
been murdered by a young man named J.C. who 
had been paying attention to her, and with 
whom she had held 3 long conversation on the 
night previous to her death. Her body was dis- 
interred on the 13th inst. but no other marks of 
violence were perceived than those found on the 
first examination. ‘This circumstance strength- 
ened the suspicion of C's guilt, who was con- 
sidered her seducer—and he was arrested and 
committed to prison. He was tried before a 
special court last week, and discharged. ‘*We 
have never before witnessed,’’ says the New 
Lisbon Palladium, ‘‘ such intense anxiety as was 
manifested by our fellow-citizens, on any previ- 
ous occasion. The respectability of the con- 
nexions of the deceased, and of (©. and the mys- 
tery that hangs over her death, gave to the trial 
a degree of interest seldom witnessed in a court 
of justice. ‘Shadows, clouds, and darkness, 
rest upon’ the transaction: C. is discharged, 
and Rachel Votaw sleeps with the shrouded mil- 
lions of the grave.’’

From the New York Evening Most. 
The hjstory of the origin and native soil of 
many well known plants is often obscure and 
difficult to trace. hat of the Passion-flower, 
however, is not one of these, if our cofreapond- 
ent be correct, as we have reason to believe he 
is. The author of Valerius, whose book is writ- 
ten with great learning, makes the Passion- 
flower to have been cultivated by the early Chris- 
tians both at Jerusalem and at Rame,-but he 
was doubtless mistaken. The Passiflora is an 
American plant, and the emblems of the cruci- 
fixion, which a lively imagination has found in 
the structure of its ieoen, have been ditcovered 
there by the Catholic colonists of South America. 
Our correspondent is in the wrong, however, to 
censure the Massachusetts Horticultural pees | 
for the publication of the little extract with whic 
Mr. Gourges accompanied his donation of the 
plant. It wasa communication to them merely, 
and they are not responsible for the account it 
contains. 
To the Edivor of the Evening Post. 
Sir—In your paper of last evening; ia a very 
curious paragraph, Readed Passion Fliwer.— 
The description is absurd, not to say falee, in 
many particulars. [I would take the liberty to 
enquire’ what species of the Passiflora is this 
same kind that came from the ‘Hills of Judea,”’ 
as I know of no species from that country; all 
the kinds generally known are from this, our 
western continent. The species from Brazil, the 
Passiflora Cocru/ea, introduced into Britain in 
1699, (according to the Hortus Kewensis) was 
the species about which the Jesuits first trumped 
up this curious story, considerably augmented in 
your paper of last ——- fer they did not pre- 
tend to say it grew in Palestine, but in Brazil: 
or that the Disciples had ever seen it; being very 
unlikely that they ever were on this continent 
to ascertain whether it ever flowered ‘ before 
the crucifixion or not.’’ Neither is it likely that 
the disciples give it the name of Passiflora, or 
Passion Flower. I believe it was the celebrated 
Linnwus. Miller and other botanists call it 
Granadilla, the name by which some of the 
epecies are now called. It is certainly a singular 
and very beautiful tribe of plants, all natives of 
the West Indies and South America, of which 
there are known from 80 to 40 species; but whe 
ther the flowers have any thing im them to re- 
present the Passion or not, I leave ta others to 
determine. I should not have noticed this story, 
had it come in any other shape than under the 
apparent sanction of a Horticultural Society, 
from which correct information ought fe be ex- 
pected. Religion is never benefitted by false 
representations and marvellous stéries; ia this 
enlightened age it stands best on the pedestal of 
truth and integrity, its proper support.
